In the April 17, 1997 issue of The Centerline, under the heading “Salary Benefits” the following
statement appeared. “An additional 2.0% salary increase may be considered by the Commission for the
biennium if the Chief Fiscal Officer of the State determines there are sufficient general revenues for all
state employees to receive the increase.”

The Department has been advised that the State’s Chief Fiscal Officer has determined there will not
be sufficient general revenues to fund the 2.0% additional salary increase. Therefore, state employees
should not anticipate an additional salary increase in the current fiscal year.
